This bibliography is arranged in three sections: The Subject 
index is organized according to broad curriculum headings used by most 
Canadian high schools. Part I contains the priced publications which 
may be ordered from Information Canada. Part II contains free 
publications which must be ordered directly from the departments and 
agencies concerned. 

Items within Parts I and II are arranged in alphabetical order 
by departments and agencies, and each entry, in turn, is assigned an 
index number as a location device for the subject index. The numbers 
which appear in brackets in the subject index are suggested grade 
levels. These are usually inclusive (e.g. grades 11-13) to take into 
account the variations in grade levels within the Canadian school 
system. Thus, a publication listed as of value for grades 11 to 13 


may be interpreted as suitable for senior students.
